Action has been taka: by the pro- 
vincial government to reduce the rata| 
of speed on highways and reduce ac- 
cidents according to officials of the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

Hitherto, there was no established 
maximum irate of speed, it being un- 
derstood that it was to be a reason- 
able rate having regard to the pre- 
vailing circumstances and conditions, 
This meant that a car could be driven 
at a faster rate at certain times on 
the highway than at othcr time, de- 
pending on the traffic and other 
factors, 

Now the government has established 
a maximum rate of 50 miles per hou: 
for passengcr cars and busses, «nd 
all othe1' such vehj.cles. 

For motor truvks, the maximum 
rate is 40 miles ijper hour, With these 
specified speed maximums in effect 
as from July 1, the provincial author- 
ities believe that accident tol] in the 
province resulting from reckless driv- 
ing will see a marked decrease ind 
that more general observance of safe 
driving measures’ will be brought 
about,

Hail Storms That 


Made History 


Hail storms occur in many parts 
of the world, and the loss in dollars 
and cents to ugriculture eaai year 
is quite a substantial sum. The 
severe hail storm, like the tornativ, 
is always small, but it represents 
suai a concentration of fury and the 
complete destruction it causes is sv 
complete, that it is always dreaded, 

Alberta is a province that is pecul- 
iarly susceptible to hai] damage.! 
Meteorologists of repute maintai:' 
that more hail storms occur here than’ 
in any other province or state through- 
out the world, It is dificult to expla.:: 
why this should be. 

Hail is formed in the turbulent 
region at the front of a t.under storm 
according to weather bureau authori- 
ties. The air currents in the van of 
such a storm are always in violent 
commotion upward and downward 
between relatively cold and warm 
regioxs of the atmosphere. As the 
moisture js carried upward it ia con- 
gealed in the frozen (particles known 
as hail. Hail may be swept upward in 
front of a storm several times before 
it finally drops to tie earth, Each 
time it rises to the heights it receives 
a fresh coating of ice, That is why 
large hai) stones frequently show 
several alternate layers, 

Some terrible hail storms have oc- 
curred at various times in the earth’s 
history. At Dallas, ‘Texas, in 1926, 
tons of ice fell on streets and buildings 
durisg fifteen minutes, and in the 
business centre the stones attained the 
size of baseballs, The losses in the 
city asd it vicinity were estimated at! 
two million dollars. 

An unupually severe hail storm 
swept a path five miles wide across 
part of Kansas on June 7th, 1927, 
Fields were left bare as highways, 
Tiees were stripped of branches and 
leaves, and hovses, cattle, hogs, sheep, 
rabbits, chickens, and wild _ birds 
were killed. Hail stones piled in drifts 
eigiit to fiftees: feet deep and many of 
these drifts rema‘:.ed for three days, 

One hail storm caused such wide 
spread distress that it helped bring 
about a great social upheaval. Be 
ginning in the centre of France July 
18th, 1788 this torm crossed Belgium 
and finally died out in Holland, No 
less than 1,309 communes in France 
suffered, and tie total losses were 
estimated at five million dollars,, n 
immense sum at that period, This 
disaster undoubtedly hastened the 
coming of the revolution. 

At Potter, Nebraska, on July 6th, 
1928, hail stcnes as lange as grape- 
fruit fell, One was found to be 17 
inches in cireumference and weighted 
one and a half pounds, 


At a village iy Rumania on May 
1st, 1928, six children were killea 
and ten adults were ‘badly injured by 
hail during the celebration of the 
May Day festival. In 1929 on July 4, 
two men were killed and sevoral were 
injured by hail in the» suburbs of 
Nuremberg, Bavaria. These cvents 
were quite exceptional, however, for 
the number of human beings kilied 
or seriously injured by hail is ia- 
significant,

For an auto- 
mobile is a lethal weapon, In it licy 
all the factors of violent death, heart 
breaking sorrow and a lifetime o1 
regret for those responsible for that 
split second tragedy. 

The Alberta Safety Couxcil,, a vol- 
untary organization supported by 
members of the public who take an 
active intcrest in such things is en- 
deavoring to educate both motorist 
and ipedestrian on the need of un- 
vemitting care. “Safety Always” is 
the motto of the organization. A 
teduction in the number of obituary 
xotices and broken bodies resulting 
from carelessnes is its goal, 

One of the most compelling argue 
ments for safe driving and safe think- 
ing is contained in a letter now be- 
ing distributed by the safety council 
to the hundreds of thousands of 
motorists throughout western Canada, 
Written by Phi] Brainiff in the Tulsa

PUBLIC ATTENTION HAS BEEN DRAWN frequently in recent years 
to the shortage of doctors in Canada, In some rural communities lack of 
sufficient medical services has been extremely serious, while even in many 
of the larger centres there has been need for a greater number of doctors. 
The Canadian Press recently made a survey of the situation in Western 
Canada. The figures which were compiled in this survey showed that British 
Columbia has more medical men in proportion to its population than any 
of the other Western Provinces. That province has approximately 1,400 
doctors, or one to every 785 persons, Manitoba has the next highest per- 
centage, with 726 doctors, making one to 1,032 inhabitants, Alberta has 689 
doctors, or one to every 1,200 persons, while Saskatchewan has 577 physi- 
cians, which is one to approximately 1,500 people. 

* * * * * 
ee The figures for the whole of Canada indicate that 
All Physicians there are more than 12,000 registered physicians, 

. which makes one to every 908 people. However, 
Are Not Active as previous figures showed, in provinces where 
the rural population is high the number of people to each doctor is much 
more than 908, It must also be considered that although there are actually 
12,000 registered physicians in Canada, all of them are not devoting their 
full time to the practice of medicine, some of them being engaged in teach- 
ing, medical research, or some form of administrative work. Although con- 
siderable effort was made to gather statistics on the subject, it is pointed 
out that the figures vary constantly as older doctors reach retirement age 
and new ones enter the profession, However, the figures do show that many 
doctors must have more than a normal amount of demands upon their ser- 
vices, and that some districts must lack adequate medical facilities, 
s . s . 
In spite of the apparent shortage of doctors here, 
Canada has more physicians per capita than any 
other country in the world except the United 
States, China, with some 400,000,000 people has 
less than 12,000 doctors. That country has need for the services of 200,000 | 
doctors, while Ethiopia, with 12,000,000 people has no doctors or trained | 
nurses, Sixty per cent. of the doctors in Czechoslovakia were executed or | 
died in German concentration camps, leaving that country with an acute | 
lack of medical services, While Canada has no surplus of doctors, it is ap- | 
parent that we could render great service to devastated nations by sending 
medical personnel to help them at this time, The answer to the problem 
would appear to lie in training more doctors here, Canada has fine medical 
schools, with very high standards, which at all costs should be maintained. 
However, if more facilities could be made available for training doctors at 


this time, it would relieve the shortage here, and also enable Canada to help 
those countries whose needs are so great,

OTTAWA—Health Department of-| 
ficials who disclosed that $462,239,-| 
885 had been paid out in family al- 
lowances between July 1, 1945, and | 
July 1, 1947, said an estimated $30,-| 
000,000 of the total payments had) 
been recovered through income tax} 
in 1946, but that no estimate was) 
{available for 1945. Since Jan. 1, 1947, | 
the aliowances have been made part 


of the income tax exemption system | 


and are not taxable. 

The officials said the $30,000,000 
figure was only an estimate, because 
an accurate figure could only be ob- 
tained by going through the income 
tax returns of each and everyone 


who received family allowances inj 


1946 when a total of $240,454,428 
was paid out. 

July 1, 1945, to Jan. 1, 1947, the 
allowances, which average about $72 
a year per child, were paid children 
16 and under, but persons earning 
more than $3,000 a year paid what 
they received in allowances back 
through income taxes. 

For instance, a married man mak- 
ing $1,400 a year paid back through 
income tax 10 per cent. of what he 
received in allowances. The rate of 
re-payment increased up to 90 per 


cent. in the case of those earning! 


between $2,900 and $3,000. 

As a result of this system many 
families with children did not apply 
for the allowances. 

At Jan, 1, last, a new system came 
into effect which incorporated the al- 
lowances with income tax exemp- 
tions. A straight $100 exemption was 
fixed for each child 16 and under. 
This amount and any sum received 
in family allowance payments, irre- 
gardless of the income of the parents, 
could be deducted for income tax 
purposes. 

ith this change many persons 
not in receipt of family allowances 


applied for them as from the first of | 


this year, The annual payments in- 
creased by $10,000,000, 

Finance Minister, Hon. Douglas 
Abbott said recently that family al- 
lowance income is tax exempt income 
in the hands of anybody. He added: 

“If I have an income today of 
$1,900 and I have 10 children, all of 
whom are eligible for family allow- 
ances, I get the family allowance for 
the full 10 and I get my regular ex- 
emption of $1,500 plus another $100 
for each child. 

“As a matter of fact, it would be 
a total exemption of $2,500 plus non- 
taxable income of Whatever the fam- 
ily allowance would amount to for 
the 10 children.”

Add 1 envelope Royal Fast Ris- 
ing Dry Yeast and 1 teaspoon 
sugar to % cup lukewarm 
water, stir and let stand 10 
minutes. Scald 14 cup milk, add 
3 tablespoons shortening, 1% 
cun sugar and ¥% teaspoon salt; 
cool to lukewarm. Add 1 cup 
sifted flour to make a batter, 
Add yeast mixture and 1 beaten 
egg. Beat well. Add 21% cups 
sifted flour, or enough to make 
a soft dough. Knead lightly; 
place in greased bowl. Cover; 
set in warm place, free from 
draft, Let rise until doubled in 
bulk, about 2 hours. Roll out 
dough to 1%" thickness and 
place in greased shallow pan. 
Let rise in warm place, free 
from draft, until light, about 
1% hours, Prick top with fork 
and brush with 3 tablespoons 
melted shortening. Cream 3 
tablespoons butter or shorten- 
ing, add 3 tablespoons sugar 
gradually, mixing well. Add 4 
cup sifted flour, 44 cup dry, fine 
cake or bread crumbs, and % 
teaspoon cinnamon; stir until 
well mixed and crumbly.

FEED RESERVES 


(Experimental Farms, News,) 

Reserves of feed were mostly used 
during the past long winter, con- 
sequently it would be sound business 
to rebuild these reserves this summer, 
The need for feed reserves is vital 
to the stability of the livestock i+- 
dustry, Now is the time to sig: up 
the possible roughage supply in 
relation to the number of cattle or 
sheep to ba fed next winter. Also 
what possible supplies of feed can he 
harvested for reserve, 

In deciding how many beef cattle 
can be safely wintered it is necessary 
to know the approximate amount of 
feed required to maintain an animal 
of a certain age. When calves cre 
fed under shelter they require 8 
to 10 pounds of roughage per day in 
on average winter, or from 1,000 to 
1,200 pounds of hay per head,, de- 
pending on the length of te winter, 
and also if some grazing is available, 
Yearlings fed hay alone require #p- 
proximately 1,500 pounds for a 11) 
day period. Older cattle, such as 
cows and two year olds, require ap- 
proximately one tos for the same per- 
iod, Mature cattle do not require vich 
protein feeds, such as alfalfa and 
sweet clover, when the object is to 
maintain them and not encourage 
growth, ; 

‘lise sources of supply are many end 
varied. The roughage is obtained from 
native hay on low lying areas, slough 
bottoms and where an added moisture 
supply is available, Iu addition there 
are the cultivated hays, vereal hays, 
and straw from the grainfields whien 
is a valuable supplement to the hay 
supply. 

Once the estimated wister feed re- 
quirments are obtained, it is well to 
plan the feed reserve. All of the native 
and cultivated hays can be — stored 
overa period of years without any de- 
terioration in quality or nutritive 
value, It must, however, be harvested 
into wel] built stacks so that xain 
cangot penetrate them and cause 
spoilage. With the cereal hays, it, js} 
preferable to harvest them loose rather 
than in sheaves, because mice will not 
bother the loose stacks as mud, A 
mixture of salt and sulphur = spread 
through the first ten feet of the stack 
has given complete protection from 
mice over a three year period, There | 
are several methods by which straw 
can be placed as a reserve, such as 
baling, combine attachments for 
bunching and then using the different 
kinds of haying equipment for stack- 
ing. ‘The value of straw as a reservo 
should not be overlooksd, ‘because its 
nutritive value is much better on the 
prairies than many farmers are in: 
clined to believe. 

Feed reserves can be set up in seve 
eral ways, An intensified effort to 
salvage every possible ton of rough- 
age will pay dividends in the future. 
Much informetion is now available, 
and farmers interested «van obtain 
such informaton from their nearest 
experimental station.
